have. Therefore the realities which 
must, of necessity, influence our an­ 
swer Tv ill be teen to Include 'the Im­ 
mediate question, “Can we best serve 
Hie interests of peace as a neutral 
cr as a com batant?” 
The characters of the various na­ 
tions involved, their 
intense 
na­ 
tionalisms, their wide political, ra­ 
cial, economic, 
governmental 
and 
physical differences, their past po­ 
litical policies and past conquests, 
as well as their 
historical 
back­ 
grounds make the settlem ent of the 
Euiopean conflict incredibly d iffi­ 
cult. the speaker pointed out. 
Dr. Colton explained the govern­ 
mental policies and the physical 
condition cf 
the 
major 
powers, 
touching on the com plicated af­ 
fairs of th e 18 or more sm all peo­ 
ples of central and southeastern 
Europe, who 
desire, 
according 
to 
Eduard Benes, former 
Czechoslo­ 
vakian leader, ithe kind of inde­ 
pendence which has been guaran­ 
teed the Dutch and the Danes for 
mary years. 
But the nature of the countries, 
the peoples and the

Dr Bolton spoke of •that phase of 
the treater problem, "If anything 
is more hopeless in the world than 
unit; among those peoples, I don’t 
kr.aw what it is.”

Landing of a large contingent of Australian and 
New Zealand troops (Anzacs) at Kantara, Egypt, 
beside the Suez canal, and increased m ilitary activ­ 
ity of the Balkan nations' heightens the strong 
belief that a new war front will be opened either in 


the Caucasus or the Balkans. More than 30,000 
Anzacs landed, bringing the total strength of the 
British, French and Turkish forces in the Near 
East to nearly 1,000,000 men.

Heavily-armed state police poured 
into this eastern shore community 
to restore calm today after a night 
of wild disorder 
climaxed 
when 
four state troopers 
waded in to 
lescue two Negro women from the 
hands of a threatening 
mob 
of 
1,000 men. 
After hours of milling 
around 
the Worcester 
county 
jail, 
the 
angry men bashed in a window last 
night, ripped a cell door from its 
hinges and 
made way with the 
women who were held for "investi­ 
gation" in connection 
with 
the 
slaying of an elderly farmer. 
The troopers, taking up the trail, 
caught up with the crowd at Stock­ 
ton, 
where 
Harvey 
Pilchard was 
shot 
to death Sunday 
night by 
three 
Negro 
men 
who 
seriously 
wounded his wife. 
Dash to Safety 
There, led 
by 
Lieut. 
Ruxton 
•Ridgely, they 
battled, apparently 
hopeless numbers briefly but vic­ 
iously, seized the women—a m oth­ 
er and daughter—and dashed safe­ 
ly across the Delaware line 50 miles 
away. 
Fgt. W. H. Weber suffered 
painful head injuries and at least 
two civilians were hurt. 
The officers 
said 
the 
women 
probably would be brought to Bai* 
timore today for safe-keeping. 
By the margin of some 30 min­ 
utes, Sheriff J. William Hall and 
his deputies spirited away a Negro 
man who had been held as a sus­ 
pect in the jail battered open by 
the mob. 
He was taken to Salisbury. Md., 
and held there with a fourth Negro 
while the steadily growing crowd 
noisily demanded that Hall give up 
his prisoners. 
Refusing to accept 
the sheriff’s word that the man 
was not there, four civilians were 
designated to look over the jail.

HOGS MAV DROP 


Factors 
Not 
Favorable 
For Feeding After 
1939 Peak 


WASHINGTON 
Hog production 
which 
reached 
a 16-year peak in 
1939 has begun a decline 
.which 
will continue at least through 1941, 
the Bureau of 
Agricultural 
Eco­ 
nomics predicts. 
The ratio of hog prices to corn 
hog 
production- dropped 
sharply 
during the last two months of 193j 
and early this year was unfavor­ 
able for feeding com to hogs. 
“Although some increase (in fa­ 
vor of feeding) may occur in the 
ratio in the next I’ew months, it 
probably will continue unfavorable 
to hog producers during most of 
1940”, the bureau said. 
The 1939 pig crop totaled 84.300 - 
0000 head, an increase of 19 
pei 
cent over 1938 and was the largest 
in the 16 years for which records 
have been kept. Most of the*'HLS- 
increase in pigs will be marketed 
this year. 
The upward cycle in hog produc­ 
tion began after the 1337 dioutu 
which caused farmers to mark, t 
their brood sows to avoid feeding 
them high-priced corn. Hog prices 
increased with a shirtage of p^rk 
the next year and 
with cheaper 
corn, big production began booming 
in 1938. 
The number of sows saved this 
winter for farrow7 next spring was 
somewhat smaller than a year ago. 
Because of the relatively high price 
of corn to pork prices hogs are ex­ 
pected to be marketed 
at 
lesser 
weights this yehr than last. 
The number cf cattle on teed (O' 
market at the start of this yeai 
was 12 per cent larger than a yeai 
ago in the Corn Belt states and 19

W allace thought them

safest in the long run.

vailed when Hill resigned. 
E nder Black, W allace's ideas are 
being put into operation.

RELIC OF MAYAS 
COPIED FOR LL S. 


Duplicate of Oldest Ob­ 
ject Is Placed On 
Exhibition 


W A SH INGTON --A 
duplicate of 
; the oldest dated obiect ever dis- 
; covered in th e Americas, si heavy 
stone tablet bearing Maya symbols 
discovered about a year ago near 
the village of Trez Zepotes in Vera 
Cruz 
Mexico, has been placed on 
exhibition In Explorers Hall of the 
N ational G eographic Society here 
Tile original stone, 
which was 
discovered by an expedition sent 
out by the .society under th e lead­ 
ership of M atthew W 
Stirling, is 
now in the N ational 
M useum 
at 
Mexico city. 
The cast was m ade 
there. 
The group of M °va num erals on 
the face of the tablet as in terp ret- 
d by Stirling aud his colleagues, 
record a date corresponding to Nov. 
A. 291 B. C. T his date was linked 
with the present day calendar by 
use of th e "Spinden C orrelation'’, 
form ulated by H. J 
Spinden of 
Brooklyn M useum 
A nother 
correlating 
system 
worked out by J E Thom pson and 
Thom as 
G ann, 
fixes 
the 
corre­ 
sponding date as Nov. 4. 31 B C. 
However, using either system the 
date established 
is approxim ately 
'03 years earlier th an th at on the 
T uxtla statuette, h ith erto the old­ 
est known dated obiect discovered 
in the ^>\v W orld. T his statu ?tte is 
In the N ational M useum here. 
Archeo’oaisis consider 
the

covery of the T res Z a pot es stone to 
be significant because it was un­ 
earthed in a region m ore than a 
hundred miles farth e r west th an 
the area previously known to have 
been affected bv Maya culture.
